UC and Stanford Students Press for Ethnic 
Studies Requirement as Antidote to Racism

BERKELEY - Recentacts of racism on 


the UC Berkeley and Stanford University， 


campuses have intensified efforts by stu- 
dents'of color to press fof an undergraduate 
ethnic studies requirement at the Universi- 
ties， 

At UCB, representatives from a coalition 
of campus student groups held a press con- 
ference Tuesday to express COncern Over 
what they see as a lack of cooperation from 
the University's Academic Senate, a group 
comprised offaculty memibers,on the ethnic 
studies requirement issue， 

The members were Scheduled to vote last 
Spring on whether or not to implement an 
American Cultures requirement developed 
by the senate's Own Special Committee on 
Education and Ethnicity,butdecided instead 
to have a Secret mail-in vote. 

Proponents of the requirement，which 
Students voted for two years ag0， Say the 
mail-in ballots allows faculty members to 
vote without accountability.“The faculty 
members Should be accountable to the stu- 
dents,， Since this is a public institution,” 
explained Bryan Parker of the African Stu- 
dent Association. 

“JIESnotastudent ofcolorissue,”said Al- 
fonso Salazar, campus affairs officer forthe 
Associated Students of the University of 
Califomia (ASUC)， but am issSue_ for all 
Students on campus.” 

Asian studentUnionmermnberRobertLew 
added thatby the year 2000, people of color 
will constitute -over 5$0 percent of 
Califomia's population.

In 1983, Prince Sihanouk, who had man- 
aged to withstand both“left” and “might” 
insurgents, told historian John P. Armstrong，

On Mar. 18, 1970, a CIA-sponsored coup 
replaced Sihanouk,Cambodia'selected chief 
of state, with a pro-US substitute, Gen. Lon 
Nol. Five years later,， the corrupt Lon Nol 
Iegime collapsed, and Pol Pot s communist 
Khmer Rouge seized power. 

The Khmer Rouge (KR) asked Sihanouk 
to return to Cambodia's capital, Phnom Penh 
fromhis Beijingretreat Hebecame thetitular 
head of the new China-backed government. 
Atfirst the KR, who the prince had predicted 
Would someday“spit me out like a_ cherry 
pit”forced the nationalist, non-Communist 
princetoresignandthenputhim and his wife， 
Prncess Monique, under house arresL Only 
Beijing's intervention .Saved Sihanouk and 
the princess from the reign of terror that 
eventually annihilated one to three million 
Khmers,including 17ofSihanouk'schildren 
and grandchildren. 

In 1982, three years after Vietnam in- 
vaded Kampuchea (Cambodia)，and 
squashed its former allies,theKhmerRouge， 
a reluctant Prince Sihanouk，pressured by 
ASEAN (Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations), China and the US，united with the 
KR,and his formerprime minister 9on 9ann， 
leader of the Khmer People's National Lib- 
eration Front (KPNLP), to create the Coali- 
tion Government of Democratic 玉 apuchea 
(CGDK). 
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In Washington this pastmonth,atasmall 
meeting of Southeast Asian specialists and 
journalists held at the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peach，the Prince's voice 
Teached a screeching staccato pitch as he dis- 
claimed the formation of the CGDK, which 
Ooccupies the Cambodian seat in the United 
Nations General_ Assembly.“One govem- 
ment (the People's Republic of Kampuchea) 
is created by Viemam. The CGDK is a crea- 
tion of China and ASEAN. It did not come 
from the Cambodian people. And everybody 
forgets the Cambodian people! Only the 
Cambodian people have no right to form a 
govermment?2! Ithink its a Scandall” 

Since _ the establishment of CGDK， 
Sihanouk's army has grown from 9,000 to 
about 20,000, while the splintered KPNLE， 
staffed mainly by former Lon Nol troops has 
shrunk from 15,000 to 4,000. The KKhmer 
Rougearmyhasreceded slighdyfrom40,000 
to 38,000. The CGDK forces have inflicted 
Over 0,000 casualties on the Vietnamese， 
who now pledge to leave Cambodia by early 
1990. 

As Vietnam'`s withdrawal has become 3 
reality，pre-existing tensions between the 
three CGDK factions have burst into open 
and bloody conflicts. And, China, the main 
backer of the KKhmer Rouge, has not helped 
Iesolve these conflicts. China Supports the 
proposal that，atfter the_ Vietnamese with- 
draw, a quadipartite government be estab- 
lished. But China also favors the four KKhmer 
armies，including the Vietnam-backed 
People's Republic of Kampuchea forces, re- 
maining incontrolofthe areas they occupy at 
the hme of Vietnam's exit. 

“Idon't think its (China's) idea is a very 
good idea,”said Sihanouk.“Suppose the KR 
Succeed in filling the vacuum left by the Vi- 
etnamese army2? According to China we 
would have to freeze the positions of each 
army.A major partofCambodia will belong 
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to the Khmer Rouge.” 

In recent months, the KR army, has been 
Teported to be escalating its attacks on the 
non-communist Sihanouk and 和 PNLF

SANEFRANCISCO -Liao Hui, director of the China's 
Overseas Chinese Affairs Office (OCAO), heads a dele- 
gation ofsix currently visiting with members of Chinese 
communities in North America. Liao flew in from Hon- 
olulutoSF Nov.3 forafour day visit OnNov. 9, 2to 
5 pm, Liao will meet with local Chinese at the Chinese 
Culture Center，750 Keamy St,， to explain the PRCS 
Overseas Chinese policy, listen to comments and answer 
duestions. Other cities on the itinerary are LA, Houston， 
Chicago,NewYorkand Washington,DC,afterwhich the 
delegation will visit Canadian Chinese communities. 

Liao Huiisthe second ofhis famaily to head the OCAO. 
HisfatherLiao Chengzhi, born in Japan, waslong active 
inSouth ChinaandHongKong where he was wellknown 
to Chinese from abroad. Liao Chengzhi was closely 
aSSOciated with overseas Chinese affairs from the time of 
the founding of the PRC. After the Cultural Revolution， 
he was appointed head of he OCAC to undo the damage 
caused by the disastrous ultra-left policies that occurred 
during those 10 years of turmoil. 

Beginning in 1978 Liao Chengzhibegan anew policy 
of better treatment of returned overseas Chinese and 
family members of Chinese abroad living in China.

Young Liao Zhongkai grew up during a period of in- 
creasing anti-Chinese agitation in California，which 
helped shape his nationalism toward China. He learned 
both English and Chinese in SF, but left at age 16 for 
China, just after enactment of the Geary Act of 1892 
when the future seemed bleak for Chinese in the US， 

After he married in Hong Kong, Liao went with his 
bride to Japan to continue his education. There he fell 
under the spell of Sun Yat-sen and casthis lot with the 
Revolutionary party to help overthrow Manchu rule. 
Liao Zhongkai became one of Sun's trusted lieutenants 
andremainedhis closeassociateintheKuomintang after 
the republic was established in 1912. His assassination 
in 192S, allegedly by the Kuomintang right wing, cut 
Short his career, but his wife and children, and now his 
时 andson, Continued to dedicate their lives to working 
toward the goal ofbuilding a strong and modern China.
